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Dominion over him, wherefore it is the firſt Man Adam that came un 
der the Power of Death. 6 

Wherefore it is the firſt Man Adam that is to be bath quickneg and 
raiſed by the Spirit of Life 3 as the Scripture ſaith, The ſame Spirit that 
raiſed up Feſus ſhall quicken you 3 and the Apoſtle faith, you bath be 
quickned, who were dead; So it is not the Sced God, nor Chrilt, that 
is to be quickned, and raiſed, but the firſt Man Adam, who dycd from 
that immortal life wherein he was at fhrſt creatcd.

Light that isin every Manz but I do declare, and difown all ſuch,

And Friends, you ſay in your Book, rage the fifth, that you are able 
to judg of Spirit as well as Fleſh. Now this I have ſcen, and known 
by my own Experience that in one of our Quakers Meetings, that one 
of thoſe called Quakers hath both Preached and Prayed; and that ſome cf 
thoſe called Elders aud Miniſters,have publickly diſowned the Teſtimony, 
35 not having Uaity with that Spirit that Preached and Praycd. And 
at another time, the {ame Party hath been exerciſed in Preaching, aid 
Praying, and ſeveral of thoſe called Miniſters have been preſent, and 
they have both owned the Teſtimony 3 and allo had Unity with tie 
Spirit that ſpoke, and have incouraged the Party to goon in the work 
of the Lord, not fearing the Face of Man,nor regarding their Cenſures, 
nor Judgments : and is not this confuſion in Babylon, you tryers ol $pi- 
rits, who ſo plainly contradict one another in your Centures and 
Judgments ? 

And you ſay that I am angry, becauſe that Judgment is gone forth 
againſt mez and yet in the beginning of your Book, you ſay that I went 
ficm yov. Now that is very true, that I firſt left you, and I allo at the 
preſent time, gave {orth a Teſtimony againſt you, what were therea- 
ſons that I Icft you, the which reaſons and grounds are Printed in my 
firli Book, 

And you ſay, in page the ſeventh of your Book, that I have made uſe 
of my knowledg to ſerve Lacifers Intercſt, and that he is become my 
Teacher and Leader.

Again, you {ay in yage the fifth of your Book, As the Father (cnt the 
Gn into the Wort, fo nath the Son {ent you, that ye may be one as 
the Father is One and the Glory which the Father gave him,he hath gi- 
ren them, anJ hath Sant .tycd them through the Truth, that they may 
he one with the Father and the Son, O you high Boaſters, how is it 
poſſible, that cver any Man, who is begotten by Gencration from Adams 
inthe Fall, to be equal with him who never f:ll, in whom dwelt the 
fulncls of the God-head bodily ; And he was begotten by the Holy 
Gholt in tte Wornd of the Virgin, and ſo he was the Son of God by Ge= 
reration from God ; and fo it was impollible that ever he ſhould Fall :

Now your Book ſaith, in page the ſeventh, That theſe that are uns 
conciled to the Church, are unreconciled to God 3 but the Scripture (zith, 
that God was in C brift reconciling tbe World to bimſelf. And again, Your 
Image, or Paper of Orders, declares, That be that is net Fultificd by the 
witneſs of God in Frieuds, i4 Condemned of it in b.mſelf : But the Scripture 
faith, He that believeth, hath the witneſs in bimſelf, And if Gids wit. 
neſsin a Man juſtifies a Man, his Witneſs and Juſtification is greater 
then yours 3 (© that the words of your Image arc falſe, and contrary to 
the Scripture, and form of ſound Words. 

Friends, you ſhould do well, if you can, to vindicate both your Do- 
Qrines, and Practices, by ſome evident proof z either trom the Spirit of 
Truth, or the Scriptures of Truth; and if you cannot prove your 
Do&rine, and the ſetting up of your Image, Orders, and comely Forms, 
as you call them, in thole which you call your Churches, either from 
the Scriptures of Truth, or by the Spirit of Truth, and fo prove them 
by Revelation from God, and make God to be Author of your falſe 
Do&rines, and allo the Father of your Image, otherwiſe, they muſt be 
held forth, and alſo managed by Satan in you transformed into an Angel 
of Light. Butnow I do bclieve that thoſe Doctrines and Pratices of 
yours which I have writ again(i, were never revealed to you from Hi 
ven by the Spirit of God, but they roſe out of Hell. 

Now in page the eighth of your Book, you write againſt me, becauſe 
I deny the Reſurrection of the Power, or the ariſing of the Seed or God 
in Man 3 the which DoGtrines I did deny in my firſt Book, and doflil 
deny them : for it was neither the Seed, nor God, that fell from Heaven 
into Eondage and Captivity ia the Sous and Daughters of Man, but it 

Was 
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was the firſt Man Adam that fell both Soul and Body; and we were his 
Generation, having been in the Fall as well as he. And you elfo ſay 
that Chriſt deſcended to bring Man ont of the Fall. Then according to your 
own confeſſion it is the firſt Man Adam which God created and made, 
that fell into Tranſgreſſion : ſo then it both was and is the firſt Man 
4dm that is to be both quickned, and alſo raiſed by the Spirit of Life, 
that never ſinned, the which is God manifeſting himſelf in theſe earthly 
Tabernacles by his own Spirit. But now the Holy Ghoſt never deſen- 
4d into the Virgins Womb, for the railing the Seed or God out of Bon- 
age and Captivity, but the Spirit of God doth deſcend in the Sons and 
Daughters of Men for the bruiting the Serpents Head,and for raiſing and 
bringing of them both Soul and Body to an enjoyment of God again. 
But yet I do own the Power to be both the RefurreRion and the Life,as 
ke is in himſelf; and he is alſo Mans Reſure&ion and Life, as 
he comes to believe in the Light,and obey it ; ſo Man comes to be quick- 
red,and alſo raiſed from under the Power of Death by the Spirit of Life, 
ind ſo brought into an enjoyment of Light and Life again, 

For the Seed did never deſcend in Man for the quickning and raiſing 
upofthe Secd in Man z neither doth the Spirit of God deſcend to raiſe 
up God in Man, nor yet Chriſt within never deſcended to raiſe up the 
Spirit of Chriſt in Man. Now you doſuppoſe the ReſurreQion of the 
Power, becauſe the Light deſcends and appears to Man whilſt he is in the 
Fall : but yet it abides not with Man whilſt he is in the Fall, but only 
toconvince him of his Sin, and alſo to condemn him for it. But now 
if Man hears the Spirit, and believes in the Light, and obeys it, then 
Man is both Quickned and Raiſed, and brought up to God again, by 
him who is both the ReſurreQion and the Life. Wherefore now look 
back and remember that God called to Adam in the cool of the Day, at- 
ter he had eaten of the Fruit ofthe Tree of Knowledg, and had broke 
the Command of God 3 then God curſed the Serpent, and alſo drove 4- 
dam out of the Garden, becauſe of his Sin and Tranſgrefſon 3 And he 
alſo placed a flaming Sword againft him : But till God abode in the 
Garden, in Dominion over all to Adams Condemnation. 

But now in page the ninth of your Book, in contradiQtion to what T 
tave written, you ſay, If God be above in all the Sons and Daughters of 
Men, be is taken in bis proper place, and the Devil is in his, and I might 
bn ſpared my pains. But now I did never read, or heard that God 
was out of his proper place : for God is in his proper place, and his 
Throne is eſtabliſhed in Juſtice and Judgment over wicked Men, to their 
Condemnation, Pſalm 11, as well as in Loveand Mercy over thoſe that 
tear him, ard obcy him. B 2 Pat 
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But now the Devil and Man both left their Place and Habitation; 
God, and the Serpent hath had the Dominion over Man and Wan, 
for the Scripture ſaith, Darkneſs hath covered the Earth, and zroſs dari 
the People. 677 awe 

And becauſe the Prophet ſaith, Bebold, I am preſſed xs a Cart is preſ. 
ſed with Sheaves. Again, becauſe the Scripture faith, Let God ariſe Ft 
bis Enemies fhall be ſcattered; therefore you do conclude, and alſo he. 
lieve, that the Seed of God is underneath, and mult ariſe. And indeeg 
I once heard one Preach, and in his Declaration did exhort all that hag 
belicved, to feel God to ariſe, and none to keep him down : trom which] 
do conclude thus much, that the Creature is in dominion over his Cre. 
ator, and alſo hath Power to keep him down, And another ſaid, 41 
feel God 10 ariſe,and take the Dominion over all 3 which doth conclude that 
he is not yet in Dominion over all, 

But now conſider a little ; Wherefore did God (wear in his Wrath 
that Iſrael ſhould not enter into his reſt ? And why did God firive with 
the od World by his Spirit ? was it becauſe his Spirit was in Bondage 
and Captivity in them, and (o ſtood in need of help and dcliverance 
from them ? Or, wherefore did God ſirive with us by kis Spirit in our 
youthful days ? was it becauſe his Spirit or Seed was in Bondage and 
Captivity in us, and ſo ſtood in need of our help to raiſe him up out of 
Bondage and Captivity ? or, was it not wethat were in Bondage and 
Captivity both Soul and Body, being under the Power of Death ard 
Darkneſs, and fo ſtood in need both of help and deliverance by the $pi- 
rit of God : for the Apoſtle ſaith, Awake thou that fleepeſt,and ariſe frm 
the dead, and ( briſt ſhall give thee Light. So then it 1s we that hays 
ſlept the ſleep of Death, that are to be awakened, and alſo quickned; 
and it is not the Seed, nor God, that is to be quickned, nor yet that are 
to ariſe out of Bondage and Captivity in the Sons and Daughters of 
Men. Therefore you muſt find out ſome other interpretation for theſe 
Scriptures : For is it not written, that the Seed of the Iſoman ſhall break 
the Serpents bead? then muſi not the Seed of the Woman be uppermoli, 
and above the Serpents Head in all the Sons and Daughter of Men ? for 
the Seed of the Serpent, as it is written, ſhall but braiſe bis Heel. 

And is it not alſo written, that God is the higher Power, and every 
Soul muſi be ſubje&k to him ? 

And in page 10. of your Book, you ſay, that I do deny the traveling 
Seed. Now this I dodeny, that neither the Seed, nor God in Man, 
travels for their own deliverance 3 becauſe that neither God, nor yet his 
Spirit were ever in Bondage or Captivity 3 but Man both Soul and = 
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hath been.under the Bondage of Corruption : So it is we that are to be 
divered out of Bondage and Captivity 3 its we that are to make War 
in the Spirit againſt the Power of darkneſs, and alſo to travel inthe 
Spirit, that ſo by the Spirit of God we may come to be delivered from 


the Power of Death, and brought into the liberty of the Sons of God : 


for they that overcome, as he overcame in the days of the Fleſh, they ſhall in- 
berit all things. Now the Sou of Righteouſneſs did ariſe among the Fews, 
according as it is wiftten, with healing under his wings, According to 
the promiſe of God to his Prophets ot old, that ſo he might put an end 
toa!l thoſe things by which they did expe& healing or remiſſion of 
Sins» 

Now in page 7 of your Book you write againſt me, becauſe I aid the 
Broks were paid for out of the Poors Colleion. Now as concerning the 
Quakers buying of the Books when I firſt oppoſed the thing, which isa- 
bout three years ago, or more,lince I oppoſed the buying of them z bur 
if the Auakers had continued their buying of them Kill, then you ſhould 
not have n&eded to have ordered that they (ſhould be paid for out of the 
Poors Collection 7 but the thing was true,and I can prove it outof ſome 
of their own Mouths. And in the ſame page of your Book you ſay,that 
Tcoxtend againſt the Truth, and yet you ſay, that I am crying up the Light-: 
Is not the Light and the Truth all one ? And is not this Confufion in 
Babylon? Take it into your Conſideration, and let God's Witnels 
judg, 

And in Page 9 of your Book, you ſay, that he that was dead, is alive, 
ard is riſen over Death and Hell. Now God who both was and is a Spi- 
rit, was never dead :) for he is without beginning of Dayes, or end 
of Life, But now we have been dead, as to the enjoyment of the 
Spirit of Life in us : for the Power of Death and Hell hath had Domi- 
nion over us, both Soul, .and Body, and Underfianding 3 but yet the 
Power of Death was never over, nor yet above the Spirit of God in us, 
ncither was ever God or Chriſt under the Power of Death and Hell in 
us. Wherefore it is neither God nor Chriſt that is to ariſe in us 3 
but we are to be raiſed by the Arm of his Power revealed from Heaven. 
And again, you ſay, bis Power riſex in thouſands. Now I do believe 
many have been quickned, and alſo raiſed by his Power from 
under Deaths Power: For the Lords Spirit or Trumpet hath 

founded, and the dead have heard it; As the Apoſtle ith, 
my oy that ſleepeſt, and ariſe from the dead, and Chriſt ſhall give 
lvee ig 'f 
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And you ſay in pag. 11. Was not that the Light of the World that died, 
by which Men are condemned > Now Chriſt ſaid of Himſelfin the Days 
of his Fleſh, I am the Light of tbe World. And his holy Life was 4 
Witneſs to his Words, as he was a Man, begotten by the Spirit of 
God 3 and he alſo ſaid of his Diſciples, ye are the Light of the IWol4; 
but yet they were not the Salvation of the Ends of the Earth. But now 
God faith, Look wnto me all ye Ends of the Earth, and be ſaved; forl an 
God, and beſides me there is no Saviour, Iſa. 43. and 45 chap. and Hof, 
13.4, And it 4 God that ſhews to Man bis Thowghts, as (aith the Scrip. 
ture, Now Chriſt, as he was the Son of Mary, died, he being made 
of a Woman, made under the Law, died to redeem them from the Lip 
that were wnd:r the Law. The which Law, or Diſpenſation, the 
Gentiles were never under, nor yet had anyCommand for the Obſervati. 
cnofthem. But now Chritt as he was God by generation from God, 
he dicd not 3 for the Godhead died not, as I have formerly written, 
And the ſame God that cver was a Saviour and Salvation to the Ends of 


the Earth, now is, and not another; and his Appearance Phroughout 


all Ages among the Gentiles hath been by his Spirit to the Gentiles, the 
which Spirit, Law,or Light within, both was and 1s the Gentil;s 
Schcolmaſier, andRule to walk by. 


And in pag.19, you query, How came the War in Heaven if the Detil 


could never get into Heaven ? Now as concerning my Saying, that the 
Devil could never get up into Heaven z the thing both was and is true; 
I or Chritt in thedays of his Fleſh he then dwelt in Heaven, and inthe 
Powcr of his Father made war againſt every Temptation of the Man of 
Sin, and fo in the Power of his Father he kept him out of Heaven and 
ſodid Foby, who was born of the Spirit of God. And as concerning 
the Scripture ſaying, that the Devil is exalted above all in the Temple 
ot God, above all that is called God 3 Chriſt ſaith to the Jovy, Irit 
not written in your Law, I ſaid ye are Gods ? And Miſes was to be in- 
ficad of a God to Aaron, as faith the Scriptures. But now the Devil 
he hath been exalted in the Temple of God above 21! that is called Ged, 
cr thatis called of God, or made by the Power of God in the Tcmpi: 
cf God, but yet he is not exalted above God Himfclf, And 

You fay, Ie are glad for the Truth and onr ſakes, that I printed whit 
I did prim. And you ſay, That the true Dotirint that Rome ond the 
Priefts own, you own it alſo, but the Amichriſtian Dotirine you deny, 
Wcll, Friends, if this Dod&trine be true that Rome and you OWn, that is 
to ſay, Juſtitication and Condemnation by him that died without the 
Gatcs of Jeruſalem 3 then without any further diſpute your n_—_ 
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down: Fer your Image ſaith, That be that ir not juſtified by the Witn:ſs 
of God in Friends, #t condemnel. So this DoCtrine can never ttand ;, for 
Rome and you ſay both, that Juſtification and Condemnation is by thit 
Chriſt that died. But and if the Old Chriſt keeps his Dominion and Au- 
thority as to the Juſtifying of People, then your new invented DoQtrine 
and Image can never ſizn1 opon its feet long, 

Wherefore FrienJs, ſeeing you do acknowledge to own ſome of 
Res, and alfo of the Prietts Doctrine I query of you, Whether you 
do own thele following Dottcines, which Rome and the Priclts of Eng 
LJ do own ? * 

1, Whether the Kingdom of Heaven be above the viſible Firmament ? 
And alſo Hell to be underneath the viſible Earth which Men walk upon? 

2. Wether C brit viſible Body, that once was wpon the Earth, be now 
above in the viſible Heavens, at the right hand of bis Father, and there 
making Interceſſion to God bis Father for Sinners ? 

'P [Pbether there be three Perſons, as Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt, 
which they call the Trinity, above the viſible Heavens ? 

4. Whether you do believe, that the Souls of Men, Women, and Children 
be immortal, and ſhall abide for ever? ©, 

5.Whether when Men and Women die,and Soul aud Body parts,whether the 
F-al doth aſcend above the viſible Heavens to an Injuyment of Glory? or 
whether it ſhall deſcend into Hell, a Place of Miſery and Torment ? 

6, Whether you do believe the Reſurrefiion of all the viſible Bodies thas 
bne died ever ſince our firſt Parents Adam and Eve, yea al that were be. 
fire Noah's Flood, and all : be World that was drowned at the Flood, Yea 
and all the viſible Bodies of Men aud Women which have died both by Sea and 
Land, from a day old to the longeſt age that ever Man lived 3 and that eve- 
ry one of theſe viſible Bodies ſhall ariſe and come to Fudgment, and reccive 
their Reward in Miſery and Torment, or elſe in Glory and Happineſs, each 
ore according to their deeds done in the Body , yea Children that never knew 
what Sin was, nor jet what their Souls and Bodies were ? 

7. And whether you do believe that Chriſt foull deſcend frm above' the 
vihble Heavens, where the Prieſts and Profeſſ.rr, and Rome alſo believe he 
nw ſitteth, and from thence be ſhall deſcend with his viſible Body, and 
ſhall come and judge the World, bath Men, Women, and Children ? 

$. And whether you do believe that this viſible Earth ſhall be deſtroyed by 
fire, and that the viſible Heavens ſhall alſo melt with fervent heat ? 

Now Friends, ſecing you do not deny ſome of the Dodtrincs of the 
Church of Rome, nor yct of the Pricits of Exgland, but only that which 
is Antichriltian, and theſe are thoſe Doctrines that buth ©!:c Priefts ant 
Pig* 
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Profeſſors own. Wherefore I would defire you to give forth a plainAnd 
both to the World, and me alſo, which of theſe fore-mentioned Dodi.. 
are according to the Truth,and which of them are Antichriſtian and F 
roneous,8 ſo write an Anſwer in plain words,that every one that can; a 
may come to underſtand z for the Truthis not aſhamed of the Antics s 
its Faith. 

Now in pag- 11 of your Book you lay, that Ido exclude the Many, 
Now I do not exclude the Manhood out of his Place ; for the viſt): 
Man Chriſt was the Son of God, by generation from Gog, full of 
Grace and Truth. But yetthere is a Ditltinction to be made betwixt the 
Godhead, and the viſible Body in which the Godhead dwelt ; for Chri 
himſelf made a Diltintion, and ſaid, that his Father was greater than he 
And againhe ſaid, My Dofirine #4 not mine, but bis that ſent me, And 
he ſaid to the Fews, Deſtroy this Temple, and iu three days I will ri i 
wp again. Now they had no power to dcftroy the Godhead that 
dwelt in the Temple, that both was and is a thing impoſlible, 

Now youſay in pag. 12 of your Book, That I contraditi my ſelf becauſ 
that I ſaid that the Man in the Myſtery was the TWWomans Part, thit ws 
bis Soul and Body. Now the Myſtery that dwelt in Ckrilt's Body, that 
was the Godhead 3 and the Godhead dicd not, as I writ in my Anſwer 
to the Baptiſt. Now as Chriſt was God, or the Seed of God, or the Son 
of God by generation from God, he never died : for the Holy Ghok 
dicd not, neither had the Devil power to tempt him as he was God; 
for God cannot be tempted, as (aith the Scripture. Eut as he was the Son 
of Mary, the Devil had power to preſent Temptations to his Soul, even 
whilſt his Soul dwelt in the Godhead. But the vitible Manhood, which 
was the Seed of the Woman as well as the Secd of God, whodwelt in 
the Godhead, he was impowered by the Godhead to bruile the Serpents 
head in all his appearances and temptations; and ſo the Sced of 
the Woman did bruiſe the Serpents head, and fo he never cane 
under the Devil's power, where both we and our firſt Parents Aden 
and Eve have been. So that Chriſt, as he was Man of the ſubltance of 
his Mother, hc died 3 but as he was God, and ot the ſubltance ot his 
Father,he dicd not 3 for the Godhead dicd not. But as for our S-ulsard 
Bodies, they, like Eve their Mother, bave been in Traufgreſiion but 
as for Chriſt's Soul a1 d Body, it never conſentcd to Sin, nor yet joyned 
to the Spirit of Corruption. 

" And again you ſay, Hi goings were of old from everlaſting Friends 
are not the Loids goings by his univerſal Spirit among the Gene 


tiles the ſame now as they were ia the days of Abrabam? for 
then 
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then God appeared to &bimelech, King of the Philiſtines, by his Spirit 
in the night 3 and was not he a Gentile as well as we ? and did noe 
God by his Spirit make known Himſclt to Fob and Elihu ? were not they 
Gentiles ? And had not the Samaritans the Spirit of God in the Days 
of Chriſt's Fleſh, as well as we have it now? And was God not to be 
worſhipped in his own Spirit then, as Chriſt faid to the Woman of 
gmaria? 
; And in pag- 12 of your Book you ſay, that Chrift's Blood bad a Tefli- 
movy in it towards the Remiſſion of Sins. So then according to your 
own words, there was no real Remiſſion of Sin by Chriſt's B!ood that 
was ſhed upon the Ground, Then I would dcfire to know what bene. 
fit the Gentiles have by that Blood, it they had not real Remiſſion of Sins 
by Chrilt's Blood that was ſhed upon the Croſs, without he Gates of 
Jeruſalem. 

And in pag- 13 of your Book you ſay, that T do net tell you by whom 
Eve conceived the Man of Sin, who was the Son of Perdition. But now 
[ will tell you by whom Eve conceived, it was by the Serpent, who had 
a Conception in her Soul when his Temptation entred her; and the 
fame Spirit of Darknels that brought Death over her, hath drought 
Death over us, w& having been the Children of Adam and Eve in the 
Fall, and having been captivated by the ſame Spirit of Darkneſs as 
they were, And you alſo write againſt me, becaule I ſaid, there are 
two Chriſts, Now did not the true Chriſt ſay, that there ſhall be falſe 
Chriſts, and they are the Sons of Perdition, who are one with the 
Spirit of Antichriſt ? And are there not two Spirits, two Powers, two 
Gods,two Princes,two Myſteries ? And is not the one Light and the 0- 
ther Darkneſs ? The one is called the trxe Chriſt, and the other is the 
falſe Chriſt, which is Antichriſt. And yet they bear all one Name in 
Words, although they be different in Works. 

And you alſo ſay, that I do directly oppoſe the Scripture to ſay, that 
Chriſt came not of David, nor Iſrael, Now the words in my Book, pag. 
23, run thus 3 Now Chrift be neither came of David, mor yet of Iſracl ac- 
cording to the Fleſh mot as to bis outward appearance as be was a viſible Man, 
but be came of David and Iſrael both acc:rding to the Spirit. And in the 
18 Page of my Book it is written thus, Np C briſt be ws not the Son of 
David by generation from David, as be was a viſible Min; for Mary fhe 
mu a Virgin, and kxew no viſible Man. But Chriſt b: ws the $17 of Da- 
rds, nid by generation from God, be being begotten by the Spirit if Gerd in the 
= womb of the Virgin, and this was the fleſh of David, and this ws David's 
for Lord, Now let all that read and underſtand conlid.r whether this is 
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not a true Declaration according to the Scriptures, 
Fleſh of Chriſt, and of his Generation alſo. 

Again you ſay, That I aud my Brethren are Judges of wholeſom Order, 
and commendable Forms in the Church. Now both Rome, and thoſe that 
are called Pricſis in England, they ſay that they are the true Church 
and that their Forms are both in Order, and commendable. Bye now 
the Quakers in the days of their firſt Convincement, they in the Light 
&i4 (ce an evil in all invented Forms, both in their own as well a59. 
thers3 and in obedience to the Light they denied the Form that was 
aQted by others, and their own allo. Now that Spirit that ſets up the 
Form of Prayer, or that acts the Form, and requires People to bow tg 
the Form that isaGted, that is the Spirit of Antichriſt, Now the Spi. 
rit of God being in all, God requires all to bow to the Spirit, and to 
worſhip him in the Spirit 3 and not to worſhip the Form that is ade, 
although it may be performed by the Spirit of God. There is no ſuch 
Scripture that I know of. 

And in pag: 14 of your Book you ſay, that I have been a ſhame to yu, 
Put if thoſe words be true, that I have been a ſhame to you ; then why 
did W.D. R.D. G.W. G.B. andothersof the Quakers labour 
much with me to keep me (till among them ? 

And you do allo accuſe me as if I were an Hypocrite, Now If I had 
given up my Faith to your Church, and to have believed as thoſe call(4 
Elders and Minilters believe, then I muſt have been an Hyprocite, 
For then I muſt have bclieved what your Image, or Paper of Orders 
faith; that is, that I mult be reconciled to the Church, and that I mul 
alſo be juſtitizd by the witne(s of God in Friendsz the which I cannot 
believe. Wherefore I have diſowned both you and that Dodtrine, and 
alſo other of your Doctrines likewilſc. 

And you alſo write againſt me, becauſe I am for marrying with th! 
Nation, and for my ſaying, that God hath made all Nations of one blood, 
But you ſay in your Book that the Nations have polluted themſclve, 
and are gone from God's make, 

But I will ask you one Queſtion, and anſwer me; Hub King 
Charlcs polluted himſelf by bis marrying of a Portugal Woman? Or ad 
Moſes pollute bimſelf by ba marrying of an Ethiopian Iman ? Or dis 
the two Sins of Naomi pollute themſelves by marrying of a Moabitiſh W» 
men? Andhaid n1t Molcs God's univerſal Spirit within him, to be bis Rule 
for bim to walk by, when be tock the Ethiopian Woman to Wife ? Aud 
was #t the Liw Spiritual greater than the Law Moral, or the Law Cere- 
monial? eAud b.uth not King Charles a meaſure of the ſame Spirit given 
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bim for a Rule for him to malk by, as Moſes bad before be received the Law 
ontwardly ? And is not the Spirit of God in all the Sous and Daughters of 
Men, given them of God to be their Rule and Guide to walk, by ? And had 
wt King Abimelech the Spirit of God as well s Abraham, and did uot 
be obey the voice of God concerning Sarah, Abrahams IWife ? And was not 
the Law Moral, and alſo the Law Ceremonial ended ? An4 doth nat the 
Law Spiritual remain in all the Sons and Danghters of Men to this 
day ? 

f nd again you ſay, That you are Witneſſes to the Matches inthe Land 
of I'ra-1 Now was there ever a more wicked Match in the Land of Mo. 
ab than there was in the Land of Iſrael, than the March between David 
and Uriab's Wife? And the Prophet in the Spirit of God was a Wits 
nels againlt it, So that your Witneſs and God's do not agree. 

And in pag, 15 of your Book you ſay, That God i raiſng up Fudges 
and Connſellours as at the beginning, Men fearing God, and bating Obve- 
towſneſs., Now if Buyers of Corn to fell again, and Tranſporters of 
Com, and Managers of great Brew-houſes, and Men entrivg into 0- 
ther Mens Trades, and Men being greater Maullters than ever they were 
before 3 if theſe be the Marks of Men fearing God, and hating Cove 
toulnels, then ſome of the Quakers Minilters are the Men. 

And you ſay, I d» not wnderftand my own Queries, becauſe I faid, the 
Book of the Scriptures is part of the fruit of the Tree of Knowledg. Now 
I knew that the Book of the Creation was before the B ok of the Scrip- 
tures; but if you own what I ſay, that the Book of the Scriptures is 
the Fruit that the Tree of Knowledg bears, then why do you feed fo 
much upon them as you do ? For lct all that read your Book, and alſo 
the Letter that was given me, which I diſowned, (which Letter is 
printed in my firſt Book) and they may ealily perceive that the Line of 
your Teſtimony is in the Letter and Book ot the Scriptures, and not 
in the Light and Law written ia the Heart ; from which Law or Light 
within, which was before time was, . and from which in time the Scrip- 
tures came. And is not this Light, Gods univerſal Spirit, the only 
Rule for we Gentiles to walk by ? And was not the firit Teltimony that 
was ſounded by the @uakers to diret People to the Light within ? 
And they told us that was the only Rule. But now your Image» Dictates 
ard Orders, and comely Forms, as you ca'l them, they muſt be the 
Rule tor King Charles's Subjets to wa'k by. But as Paul (aith in his 
Epilile, Col. 2+ ſo ſay I to the People, Touch not, tafte not, bandle not. 


Aud they were Gentiles as well as we- 
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And becauſe I ſaid in my Book, I was an Tuformer, therefore you 
write againſt me, and (ay, I may takg my Place among the Informer, 
Bat no | dcfire no greater place among the Sons of Men, than to be 
av Inform. r agiinſt Axtichrift in his Miniſters, For God Himſelf was 
an Informer, for he ir.fo.nwd Myſes againſt Iſrael, becauſe of their 
wickcducſsz and would allo have deſtroyed them becauſe the Peg le 
had made a Calf, and worſhipped it, and they alſo danced abontir 
Ad there wasalſo a Man of God, who in the Word of the Lord was 
an Loformer agaialt both the Altar and the Calves that Jeroboam had ſet 
up, both at Dan and Bethel, for the People to worſhip at. And was 
nt Pawl alſo an Informer, when he wrote to the Corinthians, and told 
th:m that Satan ws transformed in bis Miniſter into an Angel of Light? 
And Jobs alſo in the Spirit of the Lord was an Informer againlithe 
Churches of Aſia, when they were gone from God, and fallen int 
Apoſtacy, then he in the Spirit wrote both againſt them and their Mi. 
nilters, and told them that they were grown lukewarm, and had alſo 
left their firſt Love. And hath not God in the Ages and Generations 
paſt diſcovered the Sins of his own People ? witnels Adam and Iſrael of 
old, ard alſo David, whoſe Sins are left upon record ? 

And further, you ſay in the end of your Book, Tow bave ominted 
groſs Abſardities, Confuſions, and Follies, But I think that you ſhould 
have dane well to have made both my Error, groſs Abſurdities and Fol. 
lies manifeſt in your Book, that People might have known them; elk 
how can pcople believe what you ſay to be true ? 

And (o here followeth ſome Queries for you Elders and Miniſters, (o 
called by the Quakers, to Anſwer. 

Firſt, Whether the Light in every Quaker be not ſufficient to juſtify 
them, although you ſay it is the Light in you that condemns them? 

2. Whether the Light in any Man, or Men, be able and ſufficient to 
ave or juſtify any other Men but themſelves 7 

3- Whether Men cannot be reconciled to God, except they be recon- 
conciled to the Church, called Quakers ? and whether a Man may not 
be reconciled to your Church, and yet not be reconciled to God? 

4. Whether the Light in one Man, or Men, hath power to open the 
Underſtanding of another Man,ſceing that God hath placed a meaſure of 
his own Spirit in every Man ? 

Whether there be not both Darkneſs and Light in every one that is 
alk a Dwaker, as well in thoſe called Elders and Miniſters, as any 
others ? 

6, Whether the Light and alfo the Darknels hath not been, wdalb 
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« in all the Sons and Daughters of Mcn, ever fince the firſt Man Adam”s 
Tranſgrefſion ? 

. Whether the Light in every Man be either the Soul or Spiritof a 
Man, or whether the Light is not a diftin& Being by himſelf ? 

$. Whether Pcople are nat wholly to depend upon the Light, or Spi- 
ric, or Chritt withia for Lite and Salvation ? 

. Whether the ſame Light or Spirit was not in the Gentiles in thoſe 
days when Chritt was in the World in that Body which the Father had 
prepared for him, alchough the tulneſs of the Godhead dwelt in Chrilt's 
body ? 

4 Now where was that Fleſh and Blood,and what was it that Chriſt 
told the People in the days of his Fleſh, that they mult both cat and 
driok, or elſe they could have no life in them ? 

11- Whether the Viſible Man Chriſt who was Crucified without the 
Gates of Ferwſalem, whether his Body or Temple, which was like unto 
ours, Sin only excepted , was diſſolved or changed into a Spirit, and 
that Spirit now maniteſted in the Gentiles? or where do you believe 
that Chriſt's Body now is ? 

12. Or whether there was any Viſible Church fo called,or ſeparation 
among theGentiles which have not been bewitched, and alſo led into, 
error by their heaps of Teachers ? 

13- And whether thoſe heaps of Teachers by gathering of themſclves 
together, and by their Conſultations and taking Counſel one of another, 
have not brought in Errors and Falſe-Dodtrines in and among the Sepa- 
rations of our Churches of the Geatiles, ever fince the Night of Apolta» 
cy even to this very day ? 

14- And whether thoſe heaps of Teachers who have had a ſight given 
them from Gods Spirit to ſce the Errors of other Teachers among the 
Gentiles that were before them, and yet have not them(elves alſo run in» 
toEcrors as well as others ? But yet they would not believe it, the Devil 
had fo blinded their Minds and Underſtaryings,and that with a zeal too, 
even as he did the Fey of old,

16. Whether Men muſt come to the Scriptures and outward means 
firſt, before they can know their duty towards God ? And whether they 
muſt not firſt come to the Light and Manifeftation of the Spirit within

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17. Whether God be changed, or the way of his making known hi 
ſelf be changed ? And wh-ther any Man or Men can come tothe hiew 
ledg of God, as to Life and Salvation, but in and by the Spirit of Re. 
velation ? Oc whether Men did not know God betore the . 
were ? 

18, Whether any of your Writings, although they ſhould be given 
forth in and trom the Spirit of God, are an Inttrumental Means tobyir 
People to the Knowledg of God as to te Souls Salvation in theſe wn 
any more than theScripturesdid bring theFews to the knowledg of Chril 
in the days of his Fleſh, or Paul in his days? Or by what outward 
means did you at tirtt come to fſce beyond others? or was it uot the 
Light or inward Manifeſtation of the Spirit, as a free gift from God 
that gave you to ſee beyond others, and not by any outward \Vii.

Scriptures or Writings by any Man; Neither do I read that ever the 
Scriptures brought any Man to the Knowledg of Gods + So that you 
Writings mult have Authority in them beyond the Scriptures : For Man
